Three years ago we began cutting Elberta buds from an old tree in the orchard 
of the Hale Georgia Orchard Co., at Ft. Valley, which was only one genera- 
tion removed from the original stock. We have preserved these trees and can sup- 
ply limited quantities of buds cut from them at $3.00 per thousand. The following 
letters from Mr. John H. Baird, Superintendent of this orchard, are self-explana- 
tory. We have heard various complaints of the Elberta ‘‘running out’’ after con- 
tinued cutting from nursery trees, and believe many of our friends- would like to 
renew their stock from this source.

You will be especially pleased to 
know that this tree is only one generation removed from the original stock, and has 
produced eighteen crops in the past twenty years. This is the only tree left on the 
Hale farm of the original planting, and today is in vigorous health and looks good 
for ten or more years. This tree produces the true type of the original Elberta, and 
we would like to insist that on all future orders of this variety you furnish us trees 
from this source.
